MUNICIPAL MATHERS-SANITARY. 

At this particular season of f ho year the 
Oounoil cannot direct their attention and 
efforts mora beneficially than to the pro- 
- sepution of an nndertakinp. to maintuin 
thb pablio health in a satisfactory state. 
• We are glad to be in a position to state 
that tho city for some timo past has en- 
joyed a gratifying immunity from opi- 
damics and by the eserciao of duo precau- 
tions contagious alTections of a locul na- 
ture may also, in a groat measure, bo 
avoided. • The most important safeguard 
against many of the ills thai ilcsh is heir 
to is oleanlinesB and it is with a view of 
preserYingjoleanliness throughout tho city 
that the Manicipal atilttdrities should de- 
vote their attentioii to the drainage cf tho 
streets. The main thoroughfares have tho 
benefit of a copious supply of water 
•which, by means of small hoses placed in 
front of almost all business premises, 
keeps tho adjacent gutters in a compara- 
tive state of purity. Such, however, is 
not tho case in many of the thiokly popu- 
lated streets remote from the centre of the 
city. -On those tho gutters and drains nro 
rarely fiushed or cleansod; tho natural 
consequence ia that decayed vegetable 
matter accumulates and malaria is pro- 
duced. It ia from this that diseiiso may 
in the coming summer at any time origi- 
nate unless sanitary measures are speedily 
adonted. "Aln ounce of prevention is 
bettor than a pound of cure," and thus it 
will be wiso on tho jwrt of tbo city fathers 
' to prevent the possibility of disease from 
malaria by at onoe removing the oauao of 
the latter. This may bo dono at a small 
outlay and no doubt would bo willingly 
facilitated by the Chief Engineer of the 
Fire Department who, it is reasonable to 
suppose, would allow tho use of at least 
one of the engines for flushing the drains. 
Our contemporaries in Oregon and Wash 
ington Territory have recently recorded 
th« prevalence of diphtheria to an alarming 
extent and on several occasions parents 
. shave bean bereft of three or four ohildien 
is as many days. In nearly every in 
stance tho disease has proved, fatal, balll 
ing the skill of physicians and ignoring 
the untiring attention of watchful parents 
In this city an isolated case of diphtheria 
few days since was recorded and it too 
proved fatal notwithstanding every eiTort 
to avert the hand of death; Tl would bo 
. sad indeed if for the want of proper sani 
tary meaures tho death record of Oregon 
and Washington Territory were reijoated 
in this Province and it is sincerely to b 
hoped that tho proper authorities will 
without delay adopt such means as may 
bo deemed most expedient to avoid such a 
meloiidholy:? oiroumstanco. But aijart 
from the exercise of precautious by pub 
lie bodies it is the duty of the heads of 
every household to observe tho laws that 
tend to preserve cleauliness about their re 
speotivo dwellings. A choked drain o; 
the accumulation of kitchen ofl'al will fro 
quently breed pestilence and cause death 
before paterfamilias is aware that by un- 
intentional 'darelessuess ho has been tho 
indirect means of depriving himself o 
^ those nearest and dearest to him, and no 
until after ho has suffered bereavement 
does it strike him that there is something 
unhealthy about tho houso — a something 
* ho cannot account for. After death has 
laid its oold hand on one or more of the 
family the father bestirs himself and to 
his utter amazement ho discovers that for 
months past a drain choked with filth has 
existed under or in theimmediute vicinity 
of his dwelling. Then and not until then 
do nine out of ten householders resolve 
to observe the laws of hygiene. Does it 
not then strike the reader that it is his duty 
as a member of the community at large to 
put forth exery exertion to preserve the 
health not only of his own family but that 
of his" neighbor ? The presentment of 
the Grand Jury at the recent assizes points 
plainly to the fact that there are certain 
parties in the city utterly regardless of 
the public health who havo deposited 
all sorts of filthy matter within a stone's 
throw of the most thickly populated lo 
oalities. Wo are informed that tho nuis 
onoe has been persisted in for some timo 
past, and if such be the c.iso tho action of 
the Grand Jury is more especiallj' timely 
and oommendable;and it is to bo hoped may 
bo productive of good results not only in 
this individual case but generally through 
out the city. Citizens who cause such 
nuiaanoes may very properly be compared 
to the miscreant who commits arson know- 
ing that the bnildsng he ignites is occupied 
by living beings. Tho nuisance may at 
any time breed pestilence and causo death; 
tho act of arson may cause the des- 
truction of the building and deprive 
those within its walls of life, The 
law in tho cann of the incendiary 
justly very severe; but in that of the 
offender against tho communTty at largo, 
under- the head of nuisances, it is by no 
means so stringent. This is au anomaly 
'-■TVhioh will no doubt bo one day remedied, 
-but in tho meantime it behooves the 
powors-that-bo, assisted by private citi- 
zens, to put forth their every effort for 
the satisfactory preservation of tlio public 
health. We believe that a few months 
since a preliminary survey' for a proiier 
system of sewerage was inaugnrated and 
we can only express a hope that as the 
funds of ^the corporation may permit the 
survey will be pressed to completion with 
the view at no remote;date' of construct- 
ing adequate trndlsnbstantial sowers, a 
work whioh-. thfcaite bfi- the city greatly 

• EARL RUSSELL. 

Earl Eussell — tho Lord John Euasell of 
our boyhood days— is dead. For a great 
many years, more than sixty, the deceased 
Earl played an important part in Euglish 
political history. Ho sat in the Houso of 
Commons from 1813 till 1861, and with 
his elevation to the peerage lost hiR hold 
on the popular mind. He was the youngest 
son of the Earl of Bedford; was born in 
1792, and was educated at tho Univeraity 
of Edinburgh. In 1813, when 21 years 
of age, ho was elected to Parliament, and 
by 1821 was regarded as a liberal loader, 
and supported the repeal of tho Test and 
Corporation Acts (requiring all persons 
holding official positions to take tho sac- 
rament in the Church of England at least 
once ayaar). Catholic emancipation, and 
the first Eeform Bill. He was a leading 
spirit in Lord Melbourne's Ministry, and 
under his guidance bills were introduced 
and carried through Parliament reform- 
ing" municipal corporations, permitting 
marriages outside the Church of England, 
and other similar innovations in British 
Constitutional polity. In 1M6 Lord John 



HusBoll succeeded Sir Eobert Peel as 
Premier, and remained such for five years 
and a-half. In 1850 Ensaell accepted 
office under Lord Palmerstou as Foreign 
Minister. He was charged with negli- 
gence and laxity in permitting the 
equipment of rebel cruisers at British 
ports during the American rebellion. 
Upon tho death of Palmerstou in 1865 
Eussell became Premier. His Ministry 
held office less than one year, when they 
were defeated, and Earl Eussell has not 
since come to tho front except as an 
occasional contributor to the press and as 
a member of tho House of Lords. 



TERRIBLE DISASTER. 



The loss of a German ironolad off Dover 
through collision with another ironclad 
of tho German squadron is as terrible a 
disaster as tho loss of H.M.S. Eurydioo 
off tho Isle of Wight in March, Four 
hundred aud sixty lives have been lost by 
the more recent occurrence, which is in 
explicable — the weather being clear — ex- 
cept on tlio aasnmption that the ships 
wore bidly handled. To add to tho hor 
ror of tho scene the boilora of tho sinking 
ironclad exploded and rendered the de- 
struction more complete and widosproad 
than would otherwise have been the case. 



AUSTRIA SUSPICIOUS. 

Tho fears of Austria are aroused at tho 
probability of an Anglo-Eusso alliance 
Count Andrassy's tone is warlike, defiant 
Congress will moot shortly, and tho fate 
of Turkey may there bo decided. It would 
bo strange indeed if Great Britain and 
Enssia wore to solve the Eastern iiroblom 
by dividing Turkey between them. There

A BYLAW 

To enable the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to raise the sum of 
$20,000 for the purposes therein 
set forth. 

WHEREAS Uie Municipal Council of 
the Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
has resolved to raise tho sum of [Twenty 
Thousand Dollars to pay off certain out- 
standing liabilities of the said Council, 

And whereas it will require the sum of 
$2012 to bo raised annually by special 
rate for the payment of tho said debt and 
interest as is hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas the amount of the whole 
ratoablo propert;^ of tho^aid Corporation 
of the City of Victoria aboordirig to the 
last revised Assessment Eoll being for the 
year 1878 was $2,494,500, irrespective of 
any future increase of the rateable proper- 
ty of the Municipality and of any income 
in the nature of tolls, interest or dividends 
from the work, and also irrespective of 
any income from the temporary invest- 
ments of tho sinking fund or of any part 
thereof, ' 

And whereas for paying the interest 
and creating an equal yearly sinking fund 
fpr paying tho said principal sum of $20,- 
000 and interest us hereinafter mentioned 
it will require au equal annual special 
rate of one-tenth of one per cent, on the 
dollar, . > 

Be it therefore enacted by the Mayor 
and Council of the . Corporation of : the 
City ot Victoria. 

1. That it shall be lawful for tho Mayor 
of the City to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate Tvho may be willing to adTancd 
the same upon the credit ot the deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned a sum of 
money not exceeding in the whole . tho 
sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) , 
and causa the same to be paid into the 
hands of the Treasurer of the said Corpo- 
ration for the purpose and with the object

2, That it shall ba^1awfnr'for '''tfie*Baid 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to bo mado for such sums of money as may 
be required not loss than one hundred 
dollars each ($100) each and that tho said 
debentures shall bo sealed with the seal 
of the said Corporation of the City of 
Victoria and be signed by the said Mayor. 
^ 3. That the said debentures shall bear 
interest at and after tlio rate of seven per 
cent, per annum from 'the dato thereof, 
which interest shall be payable half-yearly 
at tho office of the Treasurer of the Muni- 
cipality. 

4, That for the purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for the payment of the said 
debentures and tho interest at the rate 
aforesaid to become duo thereon, an equal 
special rate of one-tenth of one cent on 
the dollar shall in addition to all other 
rates be raised, levied and collected in 
each year upon all rateable property in 
tho said Municipality during the contin- 
uance of thejBaid||%lieMtnreB or any of

g^rams direct from the mines, and we wait 
with a special interest to hear from Mr. 
E. N. Eiotto, the mining engineer of the 
EnterpriEo Co., who sh'oalil have arrived 
on the oreek last evening, also from Mr. 
A. Berryman, the mining expert of the 
Howe Sound Copper Mining Co., who 
loft for that location on the 25th of May, 
From the reports of these gentlemen we 
may oipoot to hear an expression of opin- 
ion, tho import of which would bo signi- 
ficant coming from men of such eminent 
reputation and extended experience. Our 
last accounts from the St. Lawrence claim 
on the Bonanza Ledge was that water was 
coming in from the roof of tho tunnol 
which indicated tho nearness of the lodgo, 
which will bo struck at a vertical doptb 
of GO feet Wo may also hear working re- 
ports from tho sui)eriutendont (Mr. Chas. 
Wilson) of the Cooper Mining Co., which 
adjoins tho St. Lawrence.

Co., whoro the doc- 
tor wliofo name it bear* worked for gold 
in tho quartz and found it noarly_in pay- 
ing quantities, ho and his associdten be- 
came diacourngod on reaching a depth of 
50 feet and finding only bhioklend (griiph- 
ito) and sulphurets. The great dilliculty, 
even with miners who have had exper- 
ience in_ auriferous and argentiferous 
lodes, is mainly attributable to tho fact 
that they'lbbkior/qnartz whioh by com- 
parison shbnld bo " similar to that they 
have been accustomed to seeing in other 
countries. Thus, those from California 
look for spooimon of gold'bearing quartz 
similar to that obtained from the lodes of 
Grass Valley. Others look for a similarity 
to tho Oomstook sulphuret ores, pr the 
ohorides of Eastern Nevada.forgetting that 
the ores of each section bear their own 
distinctive oharaotoriatics. Wo have now, 
however, in British Columbia experienced 
metallurgists from tho groat Cosmopoli- 
tan sohool of metals at Froyburg, and wo 
have men of experience from tho minea of 
California, Nevada, Mexico and Australia. 
From these we shall soon hear tho real 
value of our quartz ledges and tho best 
methods of treating the ore. Already wo 
have heard the expressions of opinion 
which coma to US with a singular unan- 
imity from over ono hundred new-comers 
now in the field, that our quartz ledges 
are grand and compare favorably with the 
beat known ledges in the world and that 
we may reoapnably expect more decided 
opinions and better results from- our lodes 
as soon as greater depth is obtained, 
Meantime wo must w;iit patiently and 
with the same faith which inspires those 
men in tho field who aro now working our 
mineB and neither devour with a greedy 
ear the inflated rumors of immensely rich 
diaooverios nor become depressed by the 
idle and silly rumors of failure and dis- 
appointments which aro but the oilspring 
and outcroppings of skeptical minds.

London, May 30. — Various special des- 
patches mention Count SchouvnlolF, Lord 
Lyons, Count Conti, Count Andrassy, 
M. Waddington and Sadyk Pasha as re- 
presentatives of their respective govern- 
ments at tho Congress. Bismarck and 
Von Bulow will represent Germany. 

Vienna, May 30.— Count Andrafsy to- 
day informed the Hungarian delegation 
that ho thought England and Eussia 
would enter into.an agroement to damage 
Auslro-Hungary. Count Andrassy's lan- 
guage was very determined. He said tho 
monarchy is vested on a basis of histori- 
cal dovolopmonts and let him whotouches 
it beware. 

London, May 31, — Tho Gorman iron- 
chid QroSBor Kurfuratcamo into collision 
with another ironclad • three miles off 
Folkestone. The Grosser Kurfiirat sank 
almost immodiately.after sho was struck. 
Tho steamer's boilers exploded as sho 
went down. Tho weather was bright 
and sna calm at tho time. It is reported 
from Dover that only eightoeu persons 
out of a complement of dGO olhcers and 
men on board tho Grosser Kurfufat wore 
saved. Boats went from,. the'? shore and 
wore sent from other yiessels^df ' the Ger- 
man fleet to the assistance of the, .drown- 
ing people, and it is hoped that • more 
livos were saved. 

Dover, May 31. — Tho German squa- 
dron consistiug of three ironclads — Prus- 
Bon,. Grosser Kurfurat and Kcoing Wil- 
helm, passed Dover at 8:45 this morning 
bound for Plymouth, whence it is expect- 
ed to sail for Gibraltar. When the squa 
dron was off Ludgato, about 5 miles from 
shore, one of tho ironclads was discover 
ed to bo gradually keeling over on her 
beam ends and the mgn wero seen crowd- 
ing on tbo bulwarks. In about five 
minrites the vessel went down onher aido, 
her boilers blowing up as she sank. Boats 
from tho other ironclads were launched 
and a number of Folkestone fishing smacks 
near by hurried to the scene. It is hoped 
many lives wore saved. Tho Folkestone 
lifeboat was launched but arrived too 
lato to be of service. > Several steamers 
have gone to tho scene of the disaster 
from Dover. It is believed . tho Grosser 
Kurfurat is badly damaged. 

New York, May 31— London dispatches 
state that tho Gorman- Embassy is inform- 
ed that 450 ijorsons wero drowned by the 
ainkisg of tbo ironclad Grosser Kurfurat. 



A London Saturday night is really a 
wonderful scone, and ono that our papers 
can by no possibility be described because 
.there are bo many singular and charactor- 
iatib circumstances, and so many grotes- 
que manners and customs that no penman 
could rolato. ' Tho old saw says, "differ- 
ent countries different ways," and the truth 
of this is perhaps nowhere to bo seen more 
thon in London; and especially on a Sat- 
urday night, for then hundreds of thou- 
sands of people hove their week's wages 
in their pockets, and hundreds of thous- 
sands of shop-keepers, street hawkers and 
publicans are fishing for patronage from 
tho wage-earning class. In tho Metropo- 
lis there aro certain streets that aro by a 
kind of tacit understanding and immem- 
orial custom sot by as market places, and 
on Saturday. nighte;those.atreets are liter- 
ally oraniine'd~witIi people. Tho shoiis in 
those thoroughfares are supposed to sell 
cheaper than in other places, tho rapidity 
and magnitude of thoir sales making up 
toi the smallnoss of profit upon each arti- 
cle, or in other words, "small profits and 
quick returns. " Those streets aro in 
various looalitie8,such for inGtaaco,asHigh 
street, Whitechapel, Cannon street east, 
for EatcliCfe and St. Qeorge's-iu-the-eaat; 
Golden Lano and White Oross stroot for 
St. Luke's; Leather Lane for tho district 
of Holborn; Sovon Dials and Grafton 
street for Soho; London Eoad for New- 
ington; and the New Cut for Lambeth 
and surrounding locality. Like evorgroon 
forests those markets aro moro or loss 
similar, consequently an attempt at a des- 
cription of tho Now Cut will suflioo for 
the whole, although thoy aro by several 
miles divided from each other and in thoir 
Saturday night aspects different, because 
in certain districts there are trades and 
industries peculiar to tho neighborhood 
which in a measure mako ono locality 
different from another. The Now Cut be- 
tween tbo Blackfriars Eoad and tho West- 
miuster Eoad, is about amilo long with 
an average width of fifty feet. On each 
.aide and throughout its whole length it is 
lined with shops of amnltifarlous churao- 
ter. Old. olothes stores whero a man 
would bo rigged out for a comparatively 
small sum; furniture shops whero poor 
or rich honaekeopers could purchase 
either old or now to suit tho length of 
their purse; cheap drapery stores whoro 
women with little money may bo fitted 
out with dresses, bonnets, ribbons and all 
the other etceteras that go to make up the 
wardrobe of a workingman's wifo or 
daughter; tobacco shops whero the wood 
in every shape from penny cigars, mado 
of dock leaves soaked in tobacco water, to 
tho best Virginia shag at fourpenco an 
ounce may bo bought; public houses in 
abundance, the bars dressed out with gas, 
glass and mirrors, and good looking bar- 
maids' behind tho counters dealing out 
liquor to the spoonoya who take it gen- 
teely out of a glass in tho private bar, 
beer in quart pots to tho rough men in 
front of tho counter or in tho taproom, 
or gin to draggled-tailed, dissipated look- 
ing women, often with children in thoir 
arms or hanging to their skirts. On Sat- 
urday nights this stroot is literally cram- 
med with human beings, somo buying and 
some selling; the noise from tho bawling 
of the costermongers being almost deafen- 
ing. Along the sidewalk in the roadway 
are stalls on which all sorts of things are 
sold; old books, the clearing out of libra- 
ries; articles -from the rejected Govern- 
ment stores— of which just now there aro 
a great many, most of these things being 
sold by Jews; vegetables and fruit of 
every kind in season; cheap orockery- 
waro, principally stock from tho pottorios 
or bankrupt sales; in fact it would bo im- 
possiblo to mention each specific class of 
meroliandiBe, on a Saturday night in tho 
New^Oiit. " Then there aro machines to 
try your strength by lifting a handle, an 
index showing tbo result; others to test 
tho power of your muscle by hitting from 
tho shoulder a la Tom Sayors, the instru- 
ment registering tho weight of the blow. 
There are electric batteries to strengthen 
your norvo, and portable rifle galleries to 
improve your shooting; barrows on which 
quack medicines aro sold to cure every ill 
to which flesh is heir; in a word, a walk 
in the New Out on a Saturday night about 
ton o'clock would bewilder a stranger. 
Crowds of people, somo ragged and others 
well dressed, seme rogues and others 
honest, some dcank and others sober, and 
to keep this living,8eething mass in order 
and make it conform, to municipal regu- 
lations policemen in couples are parading 
up and down. Scones like those I have 
endeavored to describe are to bo mot with 
on a Saturday night in various parts of 
this gigantic metropolis, ond for tho well- 
being of its inamenie "working-class popu- 
lation they aro necessary, because buying 
and selling aro fucilitatia'd rond an oppor- 
tunity is given to the'poor to lay out tho 
market penny to the best advantage. Bo- 
sidos this class of markets thoro are others 
for wholesale purposes that open and closo 
at stated hours and are managed by char- 
tered corporations; Jthoso of tho metropolis 
being under control of tho metropolitan 
board of works and those of tho city pro- 
per under tho city council, but as I in- 
tend to deal with these places iu detail I 
will not farther mention them at presont. 
Yesterday (Sunday) tho following circu- 
lar was handed round at various gather- 
ings of men for the discussing of public 
questions:

The oommeroo of Eng- 
land ■n.owexfenWit'o^iirparls of tho world 
and no doubt she will'requiro nt different 
points naval stations to protect it; and for 
tho North Paoiflo Esquimalt is admirably 
situated.

THE PARIS EXUmiHON. . 

The different railways and Anglo- 
French steamboat compouies aro arrang- 
ing cheap trips. Thoro aro threo princi- 
pal routes, viz., from Loudon Bridge by 
tho Southeastern to Folkstono, and from 
thero by steamer to Calais, anil thence by 
rail to Paris; also from London Bridge 
by tho Brighton and South Coast Lino to 
New Haven, and from thereby steamer to 
Dieppe and then by train to Paris. . The 
third route is by the London/phath'am 
and Dover Eailway to Dover and' from 
there by boat to Calais or Bolougno and 
train to tho French .metropolis. The 
fares are oscoediugly cheap, third-class 
return ticket, good for fourteen days, be- 
ing only oue pound ton shillings. Tho 
Society of Arts has given one hundred 
pounds and .this /Eiig|iab commiaaioners 
another hnndred'to assist artizans or 
trade oxperts to visit the exhibition. Tho 
object is to enable thoso men to become 
moro intelligent and better workmen, and, 
if posfiiblo, introduce into their rospectivo 
trodes any improvement they may dis- 
cern. The country is really beautiful, 
although we have not yet had any great 
heat to cause rapid vegetation, but wo 
hove had a warm humidity that brought 
out most beautifully the many tinted 
blossoms on the various friiit trees. 
Around this forest of brick and mortar 
there are cosy nooks of woodland and dale 
where to lie on the grass; and hear the 
medley musie of the different sisiig birds is 
indeed a luxury, the blackbird and' tho 
thrush, linnet and skylark, chaffinch and 
nightingale, filling tho air with their 
varied melodies. Probably no whoro in 
tho world aro thero more feathered song- 
sters than in tho British Islo i, although 
strange to say tho nightiugalo bus novor 
been seen in Ireland. From every part 
of the country agricultural reports are 
good, hay,grain and hops being at present 
very promising-

I 
think the right time and opportunity 
havecomo forme to explain away this 
apparent monstrosity of conduct. A real 
and dreadful motive did exist. Tho girl's 
'own mother, having boGome partially do 
mented, was left by her husband to live 
in tho seclusion of her own room, while 
tho management of tho household was 
taken over tho heads o£ grown-up daugh- 
ters by a high-spirited governess, who af- 
ter tho decease of the first Mra. Kent, and 
a decent intervnil, bebameOohstanooKont's 
step-mother. In thia position she was un- 
wise enough to mako disparaging remark* 
about her predecessor, little dreaming, 
poor lady, of the fund of rago and ro 
vengeful feeling she was stirring up in 
tho heart of her young stop-daughter, To 
escape from her hated prosonco.Constinco 
once ran away from home, but was brought 
back; and after this sho only thought of 
the most efhciont manner of wreaking her 
vengeance. She thought of poisoning her 
step-mother, but that, on reflection, she 
felt would be no real punishment, and 
then it was that she determined to murder 
tbo poor lady's boy, her only ohild.''^f.
